even if the state is carried for Harrison. 


The republicans admit that tho Far- 


mers' Alliance will gain the Nevada 
senatorship, but say they are chasing 
rainbows when thsy claim Nebraska, 
Washington, Wyoming and Montana. 


Taken altogether there will be some 


lively figuring on tho status of the 
three parties in the senate when the 
votes are counted to-morrow night. 


THE VOTE IN NEW YOBK 


It is expected that many Now Yorkers 
who usually vote the democratic ticket 
do not desire a change m the adminis- 
tration, and in the absence of party 
enthusiasm will remain at home on 
election day. In 1888 Harrison came 
down to the Harlem river with a plu- 
rality of 85,404, and republicans say he 
will not have less than 90,000 this year. 
To meet this vote the, democrats must 
have over 70,000 plurality In this city, 
as Kings, Queens and Richmond are 
not counted upon for more than 19,000 
by the most sanguine democrats. 


Eepublicans, therefore, base their 


hopes of success in this state on the be- 
lief that Tammany cannot obtain a plu- 
rality of 70,000 votes. But there are 
grave doubts as to the ability of the re- 
publicans to poll the vote they have 
done in other years up the state. 


Correspondents of the United Press 
strong republican counties say that 


the full republican vote will not be 
polled. In some of the interior coun- 
ties tho Farmer's Alliance has made 
^reat progress among the farmers, and 
there are three-cornered contests on 
assemblymen and local officers which 
will detract from the vote for republl- 


i electors, i The 
democrats have 


made big gains in Buffalo and Erie 
county, but will lose nearly 1,000 votes 
in Albany owing to local strife. 


As this will be the first time the Aus- 


tralian ballot will be tried through the 
republican county districts, and as the 
democratic cities tried it last year, the 
advantage will be with tho democrats, 
and they expect this factor alone will 
reduce the republican vote two or three 
per cent. 


Taking all these things together the 


situation in this state is considered by 
impartial observers to be a little more 
favorable to the democrats than to the 
republicans 
The democrats will have 


the state legislature safely, and will 
have the naming of Senator Hlccock's 
successor. Of the thirty-four congress- 
men the democrats have a fair pros- 
pect of capturing twenty, while four- 
teen are surely republican. 


NO TROUBLE ANTICIPATED. 


Aotlnjr Attorney-General Aldrlch Inter- 
viewed as to His Late Circular. 


WAsniNdTON, Nov. 7.—In an inter- 


view with a representative of the 
United Press last night Acting Attor- 
ney-General Aldrich said in regard to 
tho circular recently issued by him 
that he did not anticipate any trouble 
or conflict between the federal and 
state officers in the enforcement of 
election 
laws 
next Tuesday. The 


United States officers had been cau- 
tioned against doing anything to pro- 
voke a controversy, and he hod no 
doubt that state officers had received 
similar instructions. 


"But what about deputy, marshals go- 
ig within the booths?" was asked Mr. 
.Idrich. 
Mr. Aldrich—They are not expected 
o do so unless necessary in order to 
lischarge some duty imposed on them 
y the statutes of the United States 
Vhere necessary they have the right to 
o anyn here about the polls or ballot 
oxesin the discharge of duty. But 
i-dinarily it will only be necessary that 
hey be outside ready for any emer- 
gency that may arise. If they obey in- 
tractions, as no doubt they will, their 
presence will simply be conducive to 
ood order and a fair election.

MARINE DISASTER. 


The Whaler Ellen Mar Wrecked on 


an loe Ptoe. 


THIRTY-POUR OF HER CREW DROWSED 


The Four Survivors Spend Forty-Eight 


* Hours on the Ice Before Their 


Signal of Distress is Seen 


and Heeded. 


SAN FBAKCISCO, Nov. 7. —News of one of 
the worst toasters that tias happened 
in the Arctic region for years is brought 
by the steam whaler Beluga. It tells 
of the loss of tho schooner Helen Mar, 
and the drowning of thirty-four men. 
Only one of tho four survivors camo 
here, and he is now in the Marine hos- 
pital for treatment 
Tho Helen Mar 


was an old, but staunch boat, which 
sailed from here December 24, last, un- 
der Capt. E. 0. Thatcher. 


On October 6, whui in latitude 71 


deg. 
80 min, the vessel toolt two 


whales. The crew were so busy with 
the catch that they did not observe the 
swift current currying them toward a 
great ice floe, in the center of which 
was a huge iceberg. When they ob- 
served their peril there was no time 
left to escape a wreck. They got out 
two boats, but had no time to get into 
them before tho vessel came in contact 
with the floe. 


The vessel was broken to pieces and 


in five minutes the captain and thirty- 
three men had perished. Mate Ward, 
the boat stccrer, Anton Pargalino, tho 
cook 
Kershaw, 
and 
two sailors 


jumped onto the floe and went adrift 
They spent forty-eight hours on the ico 
before their signal was seen, and they 
were taken to Onalaska by a whaler. 
The sealer Koshen was the only one 
able to be brought down to San Fran- 
cisco, although the others will prob- 
ably recover from the exposure.

toy the fact that Wilbanks had given 
out fer publication a letter of Morrison 
to himself, dated February a, 1891, 
wherein Morrison said with some em- 
phaala that if Palmer could not be 
elected- senator he should make way for 
a democrat who could. Tho' letter was 
a- private one, and its publication was » 
shameful violation o f ' a private con- 
fidence. 
' But Altgeld no doubt saw in the let- 
ter a means of helping to secure 
Pahner's' withdrawal from the race; 
jnorwas he entirely blind to the -fivct 
:tha,t in the event, of failure to .bunt 
Palmer .off the track the publication of 
Morrison's private letter would remove 
all (aj3apicipn from .himself and, word 
would go out that Morrison had done 
all the plotting and wn« guilty of;aU 
the treachery, which in fact attached 
to Altgeld. 


So Altgeld hod ,his , agent, Wilbanks, 


give out 'the.letter, 'though Morrison 
protested by wire against it. 


Morrison was the target for much 


censure from the press and leaders of 
his party, because of this-inferential 
reflection on Ms: party loyalty, and 
about the time that\Altgeld came up as 
a"full-fledfrod candidate tor ^governor, 
Morrison's friends saw and used the op- 
portunity to get even with a man who 
deliberately "sought 'to dethrone their 
idblforhisown pert*iial benefit. The 
leading organs 61 the state turned their 
batteries full -upon 1 im, with deliber- 
ate determination to tief eat' hie nomina- 
tion for governor, but Mike' McDonald 
was too "solid" for their efforts to avail, 
and his nomination resulted. 


The Quincy Herald, tho Chicago 


Herald, the I'corla Herald and , the 
Springfield Monitor, all contain articles 
scathing and "red-hot" against honor- 
ing' o than steeped in perfidy 
and 


treachery. 
'The''letter written to 


Wilbanks by Altgeld is susceptible of 
but one meaning—namely, Wilbanks 
was a go-between, in -securing'the sup- 
port of the independents for' Altgeld, 
and with all the car murks of a com- 
mercial transaction with men who 
were sticklers for the practice "pay. as 
you go." 
That those men did not 


drift to Altgeld Is iio'.proof that they 
were not duly "persuaded" ,by well 
known methods peculiar to Altgeld and 
his convenient tool Wilbanks., 


In the final round-up Morrison turned 


on Wilbanks with the fury of a tiger 
and forced from him a statement, backed 
by affidavit; disclosing his. own duplic- 
ity and the political villainy of Altgeld. 
Wilbanks1 letter is too long for inser- 
tion, but its points are admirably 
touched up by the Chicago Tribune, as 
follows:

lanta, McLean, Shirley, Cerro Gordo, 
Mt. Zion, Blue Mound, Boody and Long 
Greek. 


The procession with the delayed delt- 


gation .added was 60 minutes passing a 
given point. 


Tbe decorations all along the line of 


march were lavish and beantitnl, and 
they were heartily cheered by the parad- 
ers.

There was no speaking at night The 


address was delivered iu the afternoon 
at the Grand opera house, which was 
crowded. 


Hon. Shelby M. Onllom, the senior 


United States senator from Illinois, was 
presented by Hon. Jason Bogen, and 


as given a flattering reception. 
Senator Onllom began hie speech by a 


review of the national and state candi- 
dates of the Bepnbliean party, and 
showed that because of their own merits 
and those of the principles they repre- 
.sented they were worthy the suffrage of 
'all men, and should be, and he confidently 
believed would be, elected.

' exercises, a parade in the city and the 
ceremonies at the cemetery

gathered at the Hayjiarket square at 
]1:SO o'clock in the morning, but it was

Fifteen hundred men and women were 
in line and as they marched to tho 
Grand Central depot, accompanied by 
bands playing tho "Marseillaise" and 
the "Dead March iu Saul " They were 
watched with intprust by many who 
had stationed themselves on the side 
walks along the route.

confident of the result in Connecticut, 
Nebraska, Michigan and Wisconsin, 
and they aro reaching oxit in other 
states after democratic senatorships. 
This is particularly true of Delaware 
nncl West Virginia. In tho former state 
Senator Higgins is confident of tho 
election of a republican colleague in 
place of Senator Gray, 


In We»c Virginia Stephen B. Ellcins 


has made a personal canvass upon 
which he predicts tho election of a re- 
publican legislature as well as tho Har- 
rison electors. This would result in a 
republican stepping1 into the shoes of 
Senator Faulkner 
The republicans 


are also confident of gaining a senator- 
ship in Indiana 


In New York the redistricting of the 


state by the democrats has resulted in 
an ad /antage which may give them the 
choice of Senator Hiscock's successor, 
even if tho state is carried for Harrison. 


The republicans admit that tho Far- 


mers' Alliance will gain the Nevada 
senatorship, but say they are chasing 
rainbows when they claim Nebraska, 
Washington, Wyoming and Montana. 


Taken altogether there will be some 


lively flguflng on tho status of the 
three parties in the senate when the 
votes are counted to-morrow night. 


THE VOTE IN NEW YOBK. 


A Comprehensive Review of the Situa- 


tion on the Eve of Battle. 


NEW Yonic, Nov. 7 —The republicans 


at state headquarters have gone care- 
fully over this state by counties and 
have figured the result down so fine 
that Chairman Hockett predicts a 
plurality of 1S,700 for Harrison. On 
the other hand a tabulated statement 
of tho estimated result in the sixty 
counties prep' red by democratic statis 
ticians gives Cleveland a plurality o 
25,350. Between these two estimates 
the truth lies. 


Betting men hove given odds on 


Cleveland in this state for two weeks, 
and more money has been put up than 
on any previous election 
Whether the 


betting is to be rtilicd upon as an indi- 
cation of the way tho result will go, is 
a question. 
Eennblicans have had absolute faith. 


In their ability to carry this state until 
Saturday. Then they showed signs of 
wavering, and turned their attention 
to Indiana and Connecticut, declaring 
that Cleveland could not win even if he 
carried Now York state. 
The republicans and the democrats 


are both likely to be disappointed in 
one respect in this state. The demo- 
crats will not poll as large a vote ns 
they expect in this city and Brooklyn 
and on Staten Island, and tho republi- 
can vote up 'Jie state is not nearly as 
large as IB expected. The republicans 
are confident that Tammany will not 
carry the city by over S6,000 votes, 
although the sachems talk of having 
76,000 plurality. All talk ol Hill demo- 
crats knifing Cleveland has died out, bn« 


it is expected that many New Yorkers 
who usually vote the democratic ticket 
do not desire a change in the adminis- 
tration, and in the absence of party 
enthusiasm will remain at home on 
election day. In 1S88 Harrison came 
down to the Harlem river with a pin- 
rality of 85,404, and republicans say he 
will not have less than 90,000 this year. 
To meet this vote the. democrats must 
have over 70,000 plurality In this city, 
as Kings, Queens and Eichmond are 
not counted upon for more than 19,000 
by the most sanguine democrats. 


Eepublicans, therefore, base their 


hopes of success in this state on the be- 
lief that Tammany cannot obtain a plu- 
rality of 70,000 votes. But there are 
grave doubts as to the ability of the re- 
publicans to poll the vote they have 
done in other years up the state. 


Correspondents of the United Press 
strong republican counties say that 


the full republican vote will not be 
polled.

can electors, i The 
democrats have 


made big gains in Buffalo and Erie 
county, but will lose nearly 1,000 votes 
in Albany owing to local strife. 


As this will be the first time the Aus- 


tralian ballot will be tried through the 
republican county districts, and as the 
democratic cities tried it last year, the 
idvantage will be with tho democrats, 
and they expect this factor alone will 
•educe the republican vote two or three 
per cent. 


Taking all these things together the 


situation in this state is considered by 
impartial observers to be 8 little more 
favorable to the democrats than to the 
republicans The democrats will have 
the state legislature safely, and will 
have tUe naming of Senator Hiccock's 
successor. Of the thirty-four congress- 
men the democrats have a fair pros- 
pect of capturing twenty, while four- 
teen are surely republican.

THIBTf-FOOROFHERCREW DROWSED 


The Four Survivors Spend Potty-Eight 


' Hours on the Ice Before Their 


Signal of DIsltCHis Seen 


and Heeded. 


SANFBAKOISCO, Nov. 7,-Newsof one of 
the worst disasters that nas happened 
n the Arctic region for years is brought 
by the steam whaler Beluga. It tells 
of the loss of tho schooner Helen Mar, 
and the drowning of thirty-four men.

The crew were so busy with 
the catch that they did not observe the 
swift current currying- them toward a 
great ice floe, in the center of which 
was a huge iceberg. When they ob- 
served their peril there was no time 
left to escape a wreck. They got out 
two boats, but had no time to got into 
them before the vessel came in contact 
with the floe. 


The vessel was broken to pieces and 


in five minutes the captain and thirty- 
ihree men had perished. Mate Ward, 
tho boat stccrer, Anton Pargalino, tho 
sook 
Kershaw, 
and 
two sailors 


lumped onto the floe and went adrift 
They spent forty-eight hours on the ico 
jefore their signal was seen, and they 
were taken to Onalaska by a whaler. 
The sealer Koshcn was the only one 
able to be brought down to San Fran- 
Cisco, although the others will prob- 
ably recover from the exposure.

Yesterday's Demonstration by Chloaaro 


Anarchists—At the Graves ol 


the Bomb-Throwera. 


CniOABO, Nov. 7 —Yesterday was the 


thirtieth anniversary ol anarchy in 
Chicago. Thirty-five hundred people 
stood in a cold, drizzling rain at Wald- 
heim cemetery, and paid tribute with 
speech and song to the memory of 
"the martyred" bomb-throwers, strew-

demned by law for ihoir participa- 
tion in the Haymarlcet riot—August 
Spies, Georjjo Engel, Albert Parsons, 
Adolph

Quiot earnestness and enthusiasm and 
general good order characterized the 
celebration of the men and women who 
dedicated to the world a monument 
that is to mark the graves of thoso who 
fivo years ago paid the penalty of their 
crime with their lives. 


There were two features of the day's 


' exercises, a parade in the city and the 
ceremonies at the cemetery 
The labor 


organizations that were to participate 
gathered at the Xlayjiarket square at 
]1:SO o'clock in the morning, but it was 
noon 
before the procession moved. 


Fifteen hundred men and women were 
in line and as they inarched to the 
Grand Central depot, accompanied by 
bands playing tho "Marseillaise" and 
the "Dead March in Saul " They were 
watched with interest by many who 
had stationed themselves on the side 
walks along the route.

Ancient Babylonian Records. 


Probably the oldest known specimens 


of recorded language in the world today 
are the inscriptions on the door sockets 
and brick stamps found at Niffer by the 
Babylonian Exploration expedition of 
the University of Pennsylvania, which 
has recently returned. The brick stamps, 
which are of yellow clay, about four by 
five inches, and an inch in thickness, 
bear the name and titles of King Sargon 
and his sou Narim Sin, who lived about 
8800 B.C., and they were taken from 
the mound which covers the sight of 
ancient Nippuru, with its famous tem- 
ple of Baat. The expedition also found 
many other objects of interest, such as 
clay tablets containing contracts, lists 
of goods, temple incomes, art fragments 
and images sold by the temple fakirs. 
These throw much light on the history 
of the people, as opposed to that of the 
kings, and the work of tho expedition 
carries Babylonian records back a thou- 
sand years to a time of which practical- 
ly nothing has hitherto been known. 
The antiquities found are now in the uni- 
versity museum.—Philadelphia Ledger.
